The Office Action requires restriction between what are asserted to be two separate and 
distinct inventions: 

Group I - Claims 1-34 to a compound and pharmaceutical composition according to 
formula I 

Group II - Claim 35 to a method of inhibiting cell proliferation using the compound of 
formula I 

Group II - Claim 36 to a method of treating cancer using the compound of formula I 
Group II - Claim 37 to a method of inhibiting a serine/threonine kinase using the 
compound of formula I 
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Group II - Claim 38 to a method of treating a neurological disorder using the compound 
of formula I 



Group II - Claim 39 to a method of treating apotosis using the compound of formula I 

In response to the Restriction Requirement, applicants elect the invention of Group I 
(compounds and compositions), claims 1-34. 

As noted in the office action, since the method claims are dependent on the compound 
claims, rejoinder is available in accordance with the provisions of MPEP 821.04. 

Applicants request consideration of the pending claims. 
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
